withholding tax on corporation div- 
idends — a provision which would 
create no new tax obligations but 
would collect an estimated 
$175,- 


000,000, much of it supposedly 
from people who now fail to report 
dividend income in their tax 
re- 


turns.

revenue be raised this way: 


$3,000,000,000 from individual in- 


comes; $1,500,000,000 from corpor-

(Released by The Bell Syndicate, 


Expect Meat 
Prices to 
Decline 


Washington, Aug. 4 — (/P) — The 


agriculture department e x p e c ts 
prices of meat — particularly pork 
and the better grades of beef — 
to decline in the fall. 


In a report on the livestock sit- 


uation, the department said out- 
put of meat is now at the year's 
low level, but that it should in- 
crease considerably in the 
Octo- 


ber-December quarter. 


The prospective increase in sup- 


plies, the agency said, s h o u l d 
pull prices down from c u r r e n t 
peaks, but not as low as a year 
ago. 


"Strengthening c o n s u mer de- 


mand due to 
increased 
defense 


programs may limit some of the 
seasonal decline in prices associ- 
ated with increased 
fall 
market- 


ings of meat animals," the report 
said.

has 


become a byword for wickedness 
in women. 


It should ever be borne 
in 


mind that the prophets' 
concern 


for purity or religion was not 
re- 


lated just to ritual observance, or 
their conception of one religion as 
against another. Idolatry 
meant 


corruption and impurity of 
life. 


The various references to sodom- 
ites in the record is an indication, 
of the moral depravity 
against 


which the prophets fought. 


Much of the glory of 
Israel's 


integrity in that ancient world is 
associated with the higher moral 
conceptions relating to family life, 
and tho relation of the sexes. The 
Old Testament records much con- 
cerning romantic love. 


But such moral conceptions an 


foundations needed -constant safe- 
guarding, as they do in our modern 
world. The devotees of Baal, 
un- 


der various other names are still 
with us. Those who arc on 
the 


Lord's side have much to learn, 
and much inspiration to find, from 
the example of the morally earnest 
and fearless Elijah. The incidents 
of his life have become rich sym 
bols of zeal for God, and 
God's 


ways for man.

Newsom Poll 
Predicts 
State Vote 


Little Rock, Aug. 5 — (IP). — 


One of the little publicized parts 
played in the smashing victory of 
Gov. 
Sid McMath in the Arkansas 


Democratic primaries 
was han- 


dled by Eugene Newsom, L i t t l e 
Rock public relations counsel. 


Newsom took three pro - election 


public opinion polls for McM a t h 
which influenced 
the governor's 


prediction that he would win by a 
100,000-vote majority. It is now Ar- 
kansas political history that 
the 


governor came within 3,000 votes 
of hitting the' figure on the nose. 


Newsom said that it was the un- 


decided segment of the Arkansas 
electorate that finally resulted in 
the lopsided margin of McMath's 
triumph. 


Newsom's first poll in late April 


showed 41 per cent of the 
voters 


favoring McMath, 34 per cent for 
former Gov. Ben T. Laney, two per 
cent for other candidates, and 23 
per cent undecided. 


In mid-June, the picture 
had 


changed to 48 per cent for McMath, 
33 per cent for Laney, and 17 per 
cent undecided. And just before the 
election, the final poll showed 61 
per cent for McMath, 27 per cent 
for Laney and 12 per cent still un- 
decided. 


In other words, Newsom s a i d 


that more and more of the unde- 
cided voters finally ended up 
in 


the McMath column. 


"If these polls were more highly 


regarded by more candidates, they 
would put a brake on excessive 
campaign spending," Newsom said. 


It is his view that a candidate 


who learns he does not have much 
of a chance to win in a pre-elec- 
tion poll would not continue to 
spend good money after bad in a 
free-spending campaign. 


Newsom's accuracy in taking the 


polls is shown by the following re- 
capitulation of the ones 
he 
has 


taken: 


In 1948, he came within two per- 


centage points of the actual out- 
come of McMath's race 
against 


Jack Holt for the governorship. 


In this year's elections, he ac 


curately predicted that Sam Rob- 
inson, Lcffle Gentry and 
R. R. 


Trimble would end up in that or- 
der in the race for position No. 3 
on the state supreme court, despite 
the fact that most observers 
fel 


C. C. Wine would be one of the top 
three men in the contest. 


In the July 25 primaries, New- 


som also predicted a two-to-one 
majority for Tom 
Downie 
over 


T. J. Gentry in the £age for Pu- 
laski county prosecutor while most 
people felt H would be a close con- 
test. Newsom's figures proved to 
be- right. 


And in his final poll on the Me 


Math-Lauey race, Newsom came 
wiinin five per centage points of

Soviet delegate Jakob A. Malik, 


who ended a seven-month boycott 
of the United Nations to take over 
the council presidency Aug. 1, in- 
troduced a resolution calling for a 
cease-fire, the withdrawal of fore- 
ign (American) troops, 
and the 


presence of the two Asiatic Com- 
munist states at the council's de- 
liberaions. 


U. S. delegate Warren R. Aus- 


tin assailed Malik's move as "ir- 
regular conduct." 


Malik has fought a delaying, pro- 


cedural action since he 
returned 


to the council Tuesday to prevent 
a debate and vote on a 
U. 
S. 


resolution condemning North Kor- 
ean aggression and asking mem- 
bers to help localize the conflict. 


Austin was joined by 
Britain's 


Sir Gladwyn Jebb in maintaining 
that only the U. N.-recognized re- 
public of Korea (south of Korea) 
belonged at the council table. 


They made it clear the Russian 


proposals would be rejected 
by a 


majority when the council resumes 
its sessions next 
Tuesday 
after- 


noon after a week-end recess. 


The American r e p r e suntitive 


told reporters after the 
meeting 


that the council "has a way 
to 


put a stop to these cunning
